which have severe symptom* but 
bahich arc in no way serious. One 
of theee is known as the rose rash 
of infancy, or exanthem subitum. 
Unfortunately, this is a difficult 
disease to diagnose and frequently 
the severe symptoms continue un­ 
til the rash appears. 
The cause of the disorder is 
not known. Epidemics of the dis­ 
case 
have 
occurred, 
however. 
Most cases ct-cur during the first 
two years of life and th* disorder 
often de\clops .luring teething 
time. Th* mistake of calling it 
a teething rash is then apt to be 
made. 
Early Spring 
The disease is most frequent 
during the early spring. It starts 
with fever, which continues for 
from three to four days and then 
gradually the temperature drops 
to normal. The ra?h then develops 
suddenly over the trunk, neck, 
face. arms, and leg-. The rash is 
much like that of measles and is 
pale red in color. The rash persists 
for from one to two days and then 
clears up. 
Other symptoms include irri­ 
tability and occasionally, convul­ 
sions. The number of white cells 


; 


in the blood is reduced to below 
normal. Complications do not oc­ 
cur very often. Occasionally, an 
car infection may develop. 


Rash Confusing 
The rose ra*h of infancy may, 
for the time being, be confused 
with a number of other disorder* 
such as measles. German measles, 
scsrlet feser, and influenza. In 
view of the speed with which the 
ymptoms clear up once the rash 
has developed, when this stage of 
the disorder is reached, there is 
not a great deal of difficulty in 
diagnosing it. 
No particular treatment is nec­ 
essary for exanthem 
subitum, 
since it gets well in practically 
all cases without any complice- 
tions. Whenever severe symptoms 
develop in a baby, of course, th* 
mother should have an immediate 
examination made by the physi­ 
cian. 
Tie may not in all instances be 
able to tell exactly what is caus­ 
ing such symptoms as fever, but 
once the rash of exanthem subi­ 
tum develops, the diagnosis is 
quickly made fey him, and the par­ 
ents can be reassured that the con­ 
dition is in no way a dangerous 
one.
